TREATY RESERVATIONS 
ARE NOT EXPECTED 


Dominating Influence of 
‘Poincare on Behalf of 
Treaties Indicates Sub- 
stantial Majorities.

Washington, November 3.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Presi- 
‘dent Harding, it became known to- 
day, has been assured by Ambassador 
Jsserand that France will ratify 
in the near future the seven treaties 
negotiated at the Washington dis- 
armament conference. Due to Italy's 
attitude of waiting to see what ac- 
tion the French government would 
take, the announcement is taken to 
mean that the t-eaties will probably 
be put inta effect before the year 
ends. 

Just back from Europe, Ambassa- 
inform 
President Harding, officially, that Pre- 
mier Poincare favors ratification, 
and intends to rush consideration, it 
was said. Details of the conference 
between the ambassador and the 
jresident were not disclosed, but the 
news of the French premier’s posi- 
tion 1ay be stated unreservedly, it 
was asserted. 

Premier Poincare’s dominating in- 
luence is being pointed to by ob- 
servers as indicatiyg substantial ma- 
jorities for the treaties in both the 
chamber of deputies and the senate, 
composing the legislztive branches of 
the French government. 

Reservations Unlikely. 

The question of time of ratifica- 
tion and the matter of reservations 
are said to be two important points 
in eonnection with the prospective 
action by France. Disposition of the 
naval treaty may be made this month, 
it is said, and altheugh the matter of

treaty ratifications in America. In 

France, over a week’s debate would be 

considered unusual, it is sail. 
Briand Is Deputy. 

Another factor pointed to by ob- 
servers is: that former Premier 
Briand, who was at the head of the 
French delegation during the arms 
conference, is now a member of the 
chamber of deputies. Because of his 
participation in the conference, he 
will naturally, it ig asserted, throw 
the weight of his influence behind 
ratification, and oppose any reserva- 
tions proposed. At the same time, 
yxt another member of the French 
delegation at Washington, Viviani, is 
a member of the French senate, and 
is also expected-to support the work 
of the delegation. His speeches are 
said to carry great weight in that 
body. 

These factors have led the admin- 
istration followers to take an optimis- 
tic outlook for the early ratification 
of the treaties by the negotiating 
powers, with prospects for putting 
them into effect before the year ends. 


WOMAN ACQUITTED 
AT MURDER TRIAL 


Mrs. Rosier Cleared of 
Responsibility for Slay- 
ing Husband and Ste- 
nographer Both. 


Philadelphia, November 3.—Mrs. 
Catherine Rosier was today acquitted 
by the jury which tried her for killing 
Miss Mildred Geraldine Reckitt, her 
husband’s stenographer, and soon aft- 
erward was freed of the mMdictment 
which charged her with killing her hus- 
band, Oscar Rosier, at the same time. 

As the foreman pronounced the words 
“not guilty,” the 22-yearold. widow 
luttered a piercing shriek and fainted. 
She was carried from the courtroom 
by her chief counsel, John R. K. 
Scott, and a court officer, but was 
quickly revived. This was the fif- 
teenth day of the trial. 

Tremendous applause swept the 
crowded courtroom on the announce- 
ment of the verdict and the cheering 
continued despite frantic efforts of 
court attaches to restore order. At 
least six women fainted and in the 
case of some of them, difficulty was 
experienced in restoring consciousness. 

Cleared Entirely. 

Later Mr. Scott made a motion to 
release the prisoner pending the ac- 
tion of the district attorney in the 
second indictment—that charging Mrs.

“Since she was adjudged insane at 
the time of the killing Miss Reckitt,” 
Mr. Rotan told the court, “she was 
insane when she killed her husband.” 

“That is quite right,” said Judge 
Barratt, and bills were then submitted 
to the jury, still sitting in the box, 
with instructions from the court to 
find Mrs. Rosier not guilty, which was 
done. 

Mrs. Rosier, who had returned to 
the room with her .baby, Richard, in 
her arms, was stormed by those eager 
to congratulate her when freed. Wives 
of several of the jurors were among 
those who offered their felicitations. 

She was profuse in her thanks to 
the jurymen for their action. 

Asked what she next intended to do, 
Mrs. Rosier said: 

To Rest and Forget. 

“Rest dnd forget. I am so happy 
I cannot\vrealige it. All my love will 
be centered in Richard.” 

She was then asked about Oscar, 
Jr., an 11-year-old son of Rosier by a 
former marriage. 

“T am very proud,” she answered. “I 
am going to bring him up.” 

The shooting took place January 21, 
in the rooms of the Rosier Advertising 
agency, of which the dead man, who 
came to Philadelphia from Australia, 
was the head. Rosier was 38 years 
old and Miss Reckitt 20. For nine 
months the defendant was in prison 
awaiting trial. 

A plea of emotional insanity was 
made by the defense. 

The case went to the jury this aft- 
ernoon and the jurors were out one 
hour and forty-five minutes, The jury- 
men said that while there was some 
discussion before the verdict was tak- 
en, there was virtually an agreement 
from the first, and only one ballot was 
necessary.

St. Louis-San Francisco railway near 
here, repose in an undertaking estab- 
lishment here tonight, awaiting dispo- 
sition. 

During the day a steady stream of 
curious inhabitants of this vicinity 
came to Wittenberg and viewed the 
bodies of the men, one of whom, Ken- 
nedy, had for many years defied the 
law and outwitted the efforts of the 
shrewdest detectives to capture him. 

“The bandits held up and robbed 
the train of registered mail at Seven- 
station near 
here, and reached this town on the 
engine, which they uncoupled, when 
eleven officers lying in wait cover- 
ed them with revolvers and ordered 
them to halt. 

Hail of Bullets. 

“The men, who were trying to reach 
their automobile. and escape, drew 
their revolvers and fell dead in a 
dail of bullets which the officers pour- 
ed at them. The mail was recovered. 

Kennedy was known by the sobri- 
quet of “The Quail Hunter,” follow- 
ing his arrest in Kansas City one 
winter morning in 1897. There had 
been a sleet storm the night before, 
und at daybreak a patrolman saw a 
horse slip and a rider fall. It was 
Kennedy and train robbers’ parapher- 
nalia was found in his custody. 
was presumed that he was on his way 
to rob a train, but he denied this, 
asserting he was starting on A quail 
hunting expedition. He was released. 

Postoffice inspectors and railroad 
detectives had received a tip several 
weeks ago that Kennedy was plan- 
ning to rob the Frisco train and had 
prepared “plants” between St. Louis 
and Memphis.

Aviators Trying 
To Cross Nation 
In Thirty Hours 


Daring Army Lieutenants 
Now En Route in Spe- 
cial Plane. 


San Diego, Cal., November 3.—Two 
daring army lieutenants—John A. 
Macready and Oakley Kelly—have 
taken the air to span the American 
continent in 30 hours. 

In a specially constructed army 
plane, the T-2, the flyers had bridged 
the distance from here to Yuma, 
Ariz., before noon and thence had 
plunged into the lonaly air wastes 
high above the deserts of southern 
| Arizona and New Mexico. 

While picking their way through 
the night, along uncharted air lanes, 
the two aviators planned to take 
turns at the helm. -The machine, a 
monoplane, is equipped with both 
forward and aft controlls, a pilot 
seat placed at each. This permits of 
one driving until he is weary and 
then the other operating while the 
first one sleeps. Each bears a para- 
chute to minimize the danger should 
the plane give way under the terrific 
strain.

OUTBREAK CHARGED 
TO GERMAN MILITARY 


Incident Is Revealed in 
Detailed Report to Al- 
lied Council’ of Ambas- 
sadors. 


Paris, November 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The allied council of 
ambassadors today received’ from Gen- 
eral Nollett, head of the allied commis- 
sion of control in Germany. a detailed 
report on the recent incident at Pas- 
sau, Bavaria. in which a French and 
a British officer were attacked while 
attempting to inspect the barracks of 
the second regiment of Reichswehr. 


General Nollet’s report declares the 
incident, which occurred on October 
27, “surpasses in gravity #il others to 
date.” 

“When Commandant Bouyehou, of: 
the French army.’ was about to enter 
the barracks. which he suspected of 
concealing arms,” the report relates, 
“a German official stopped him and 
said: ‘You are the father of a fam- 
ily: reflect before you make such a 
dangerous yisit.’ 


“The motor in which he ercived was 
surrounded by a mob of 500 persons 
who threatened the lives of the Frencb- 
men and a British officer, Captain At- 
kinson. The officers persisted in mak- 
ing their inspection. Meantime the 
crowd increased and tried to break 
into the barracks. 

“The police refused to aid the of- 
ficers, who in leaving were attacked by 
the crowd with bricks and stones. Two 
revolver shots and 20 bricks and rocks 
pierced the automobile.” 

The report declites that the dem- 
onstration was organized by the Ger- 
man military. and that tt indicated 
the spirit of the whole territory. The 
ambassadors will begin consideration 
of the report next Wednesday. and it 
is believed they will demand an apol- 
ogy and reparations from the German 
authorities. 

A reply is expected this week from 
Germany to the note of the allied com- 
mission. ef eontrol, outlining eleven 
conditions which must be carried out 
before the commission is withdrawn 
in favor of a smaller committee on 
military guarantees. 

The conditions deal with numerons 
alleged violations of the military 
clauses of the treaty of Versailles in 
in the organization and recruiting of 
the army, manufacture and importa- 
tion of war materials, and failure to 
provide laws and regulations insur 
ing the carrying out of the allied de- 
mands.

PLANS ANNOUNCED 
FOR MEMBERSHIP 
DRIVE BY CHAMBER 


Business Leaders Pledge 
Support in Campaign for 
2,200 More Members at 
Enthusiastic Meeting. 


BUDGET FOR CHAMBER 
OF $100,000 PLANNED 


Business Men Plan to 
Render Commercial 
Body Closer Co-Opera- 
tion Than in Past. 


Plans to increase the membership 
of the chamber of commerce from 1,- 
S00 to approximately 4,000 were 
launched at an enthusiastic meeting 
of business men at the chamber as- 
rembly hall Friday afternoon at 5 
o'clock. Increasing the, yearly bud- 
get from $46,000 to $100,000 is one 
of the objects sought, and between 
two.and three hundred of the most 
prominent men in the city, present 
at the meeting, approved plans for 
putting on the campaign next week, 
and practically all present promised 
to devote two hours of their time each 
day of the week to securing these 
objects. 

A plan of action was explained, 
with W. O. Foote, president, in com- 
mand, and Thomas C. Law and Cor- 
nelius K. Ayer, as generals heading 
fwo divisions of teams, which will 
work for members next week. A lov- 
ing chup, the gift of the inter-civic 
council, was exhibited, with the an- 
nouncement that the winning team, 
one securiug most members, would be 
presented with this cup for a period 
of one year with appropriate inscrip- 


Purpose of Meeting. 


Clark Howell, editor of The Con- 
stitution, addressed the body, setting 
forth the purpose of the meeting. | He 
stated that it was the object ofthe of- 
ficials of the chamber of commerce 
and of the three Atlanfa newspapers 
to get the business men of the city 
together so that facts concerning the 
chamber of commerce could be cailed 
He explained that 
a number of speakers’ would address 
the gathering, and attempt to “sell” the 
business men on the idea of rendering 
their commercial body closer co-opera- 
tion than bad heen given in past. 

“Of course,’ said Mr. Howell, “it 
is our object to sell you--to secure 
your cooperation in a movement which 
cannot fail of proving profitable from 
every viewpoint. We hope you will 
try to be convinced. If you can be 
convinced that it is good business to 
do the things which we ask, then your 
cooperation is solicited. The object 
of this meeting is to point out to you 
how the Chamber of Commerce can 
mean more to you in a business way.” 

Following Mr. Howell, Preston 8. 
Arkwright, president of the Georgia 
Railway & Power company, was in- 
troduced. Mr. Arkwright called at- 
tention to the fact that the cHamber 
of commerce was rendering a service 
to business which could not be had 
except through such an agency, and 
declared that the value of the cham- 


ber of commerce was too well known 
to require any discussion. He point- 


ed to the fact that Atlanta had been 
served by a commercial. body for 55 
years, and stated that the organiza- 
tion took the lead in doing things 
which were everybody’s business and 
which, without it, would naturally 
be done by no one. 

“T have heard much criticism of 
the chamber of commerce,” said Mr. 
Arkwright, “but it always comes from 
those who take no part in its ac- 
tivities. It comes from the person 
who sits at his desk, promoting his 
own individual business, without giv- 
ing time or thought to co-operating 
with the organization which is ac- 
complishing so much with such limited 
means. 

The Best Plan. were 

“T bélieve in promoting one’s own 
business—but 1 realize that this is 
not always done simply by sticking 
inside a private office. Business men 
of Atlanta can better build their in- 
dividual business by uniting and co- 
operating to the greatest extent with 
the chamber of commerce. 

“What has the chamber of commerce 
meant to Atlanta? It originated tne 
Southeastern fair, it is responsible 
for the city auditorium, for it spon- 
sored the movement to erect this struc- 
ture and furnished the concentrated 
effort required to put it, through, and 
90 per cent of the credit for the es- 
tablishment of the Federal Keserve re- 
gional bank in Atlanta is due to the 
chamber. 

“These are examples of what has 
been done, and it was done through 
united effort.. How can united strength 
be exerted except through an organi- 
zation? Atlanta has been very nig- 
girdly with the ennnee of commerce.

SULTAN OF TURKEY 
NAS BEEN DEPOSED 
BY NATIONALISTS 


Once Powerful Ottoman 
Ruler Reduced to Mere 
Figurehead by Angora 
Decree. 


MODERN DEMOCRACY 
SUCCEEDS CALIPHATE 


Sultans of Future Will 
Be Elected by Assembly 
to Fill Merely Honor- 
ary Post. 


Constantinople, November 3.—The 
sultan of Turkey, once the most pow- 
erful and exalted of Oriental rulers, 
has finally been reduced to the hum- 
ble place of a mere tinseled figure- 
head—without power. His tenure is 
now entirely at the pleasure of the 
new Turkish nationalist state. 

In a decree—filled with harsh 
words of criticism—the Turkish na- 
tionalist assembly at Angora ordered 
the sultan at Constantinople turned 
out, and instituted a modern system 
of democracy. The power to declare 
war and peace, the highest privileges 
of sovereignty, were taken from the 
sultan and placed in the keeping of 
the people’s elected representatives. 
Hereafter, the caliphate is to be a 
purely honorary office, filled by the 
national assembly. The law of suc- 
cession to the throne is reapeled and 
the assembly is to elect future sul- 
tans from the royal family. 

After taking this step the national 
assembly appointed Kaisim Kairabe- 
kir Pasha to go to Constantinople to 
break the news and give the sultan 
opportunity to resign, and to take 
over the government departments and 
the city administration, which have 
|technically remained in the hands 
o£ the Sublime Porte even after the 
rise of the nationalist government. 
The sultan will not—he would hard- 
ly dare—oppose the edict of the An-

The Turkish assembly at 
Angora protested this, declaring the 
sultan did not represent the Turkish 
people, 

The going of the sultan produced 
no gloom at Angora, the seat of the 
new democratic Turkish government. 
Announcement of the action was cele- 
brated with a salute of 100 guns and 
a national holiday. The final humili- 
ation of the once-great Ottoman 
throne was marked by a day of merry- 
making.

The little church was filled to over- 
flowing long before the hour fixed for 
the funeral. .Many. people, unable to 
gain admittance to the small audi- 
torium, stood on the outside, with 
heads bared to the sun of a perfect 
Indian summer day, as the last rites 
were conducted. High officials of the 
state, eminent lawyers, bankers, busi- 
ness men, veterans of the civil war, 
negroes, and men and men and 
children from every walk of life were 
there to pay their respects to the dead 
statesman. Strong men wept and the 
tears rolled down the = glistening 
cheeks of the older negroes who knew 
Mr. Page as “Marse Tom,” Distin- 
guished as he was in the publie life 
of America and the world and keenly 
as his passing is felt, the grief of 
none is more genuine or more over- 
whelming than that of the black serv- 
ants at “Oakland.” who furnished 
the background, the groundwork, for 
some of Mr. Page’s best literary ef- 
forts. They loved their master as 
their ancestors loved his distinguished 
forbears, and nowhere is Mr. Page’s 
death felt’ more keenly than in the 
simple hearts of these southern 
negroes, :

expect to see it get its share.of the 
growth. 

“Atlanta’s Chamber ought to have 
nee op A yearly, and this amount 
could used to the advantage of 
everybody. What would we think 
of a man who manufactured goods 
und didn’t advertise them and kept 
no selling force? We have competi- 
tion with other cities, the same as 
one has competition in private busi- 
ness, and our chamber must be en- 
abled to go out after business if we 
are to expect the fastest. growth for 
our city. 

“In the membership 500 business 
concerns are represented out of a total 
of over 2,000; only 1,800 members 
where there are possibilities for three 
to four thousand. 

“A few years ago the body put on 
a membership campaign based on the 
volume of business and the amount In- 
vested as to the membership dues, or 
number of members from a concern. 
One concern took 50 # members, 
one twenty-five, three took twelve, 
and the others, only two firms, took 
25 memberships in the junior cham- 
ber of commerce for their employees. 
In other cities the business interests 
do better than that. In Dayton, Ohio, 
the National Cash Register company 
contributes $5,750 yearly in dues, and 
any number of other instances of the 
kind may be mentioned ontside of At- 
lanta. In Terre Havte, Ind., tne 
banke alone furnish $50,000 yearly. 

“We can’t run the chamber of com- 
merce on speeches and oratory. It 
takes work. Money must be had to 
secure the work, and the work must 
be employed to sell the advantages of 
Atlanta. If we mean to have a city, 
we must support the only _§institu- 
tion standing for business interests. 
“The chamber of commerce has 
taken on new life in the past year, 
but its efforts are limited. We must 
get squarely behind’ it and suppe:t it 
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are hundreds of manufacturing con- 
cerns here, but they are all small. 
Right now there are many large ecast- 
ern and northern companies who are 
geen yt ty Bate meng southern facto- 
ries, and it is geing to require work 
on our part to bring them to Atlanta. 

“Another thing there is of which we 
cannot be proud. Chamber of com- 
merce dues which are unpaid total 
$25,000. This is something which 
should be wiped out, and something 
which cannot be tolerated to such a 
pronounced extent as in past. 

“Here I want to suggest that a body 
be created to go out and sell the city 
of Atlanta in competition with all 
others, and this can be done by bring- 
ing the membership up to 1,800 to 
4,000, and we shave progpects for this 
and more, too.”

The celebration. of the one-hun- 
dredth anniversa?ty of the founding 
of DeKalb county, to be staged at 
the county seat, Decatur, next 
Thursday, will be an event of pecu- 
liar significance, not to that com- 
munity alone, but to the state. 

The history of DeKalb county is 
a record of sustained and censistent 
progress; and to a large extent it is 
the history of Georgia. 

It is hard for anyone. now living, 
even with the aid of available his- 
torical data, to visualize the DeKalb 
county of a century ago.“ 

Then it was largely a woodland 
wilderness, sparsely peopled, with 
its rich natural resources almost 
wholly undeveloped.

| trict of Atlanta,ewhich is presented | 
by E. K. Starling, in a communica- | 
tion elsewhere upon this page, is 
timely. 

For several weeks a Safety island 
for the accommodation of pedestri- 
ans and street car patrons has been, 
in service at Five Points and the 
beneficial results thus far obtained 


are apparent. 

At Five Points those wishing to 
board a north-south street car, or 
are midway across the area 
when the traffic signal ‘changes, 
have only to step upon the raised 
sifety platform and wait for their 
car or for the signal to “go ahead.” | 

They are out of the lines of | 
vehicular traffic and as secure from 
danger as they would be in their 
own homes. 

In addition to materially reducing 
the hazard on the street, the Five 
Potuts safety island is of great serv- 
ice in-facilitating vehicular traffic. 

What the safety island has done 
to relieve traffic congestion and add 
to the safety of human life at Five 
Points the same device would do at 
ail other busy street intersections. 

It is in common use in many other 
cities, where major points of traf- 
fic congesyion are equipped with 
these slightly elevated zones of 
safety, upon whieh pedestrians and 
street car users may rest and wait | 
in security and without obstructing 
traffic. 

The suggestion that safety islands 
te installed at all congested street 
¢rossings in the busy retail section 
in Atlanta, is a good one and ought 
to be put into general practice. 

The commission that was recently 
suthorized by council to study the 
traffic situation in Atlanta and rec- 
ommend measures for its improve- 
ment can do no better than to re-, 
port favorably a plan for the exten- 
sion of the safety island system.

Editor Constitution: “I have been 
noting with great interest the recent 
agitation in Atlanta made in an ef- 
fort to- solve the trafic problem of 
our city. It seems to be that the ae- 
tion of council in appointing a com- 
mittee representing the various in- 
terests uffected by traffie jregulations 
to consider this proposition and work 
out a solution, is a wise one and a 
very intelligent move towards solving 
this serious question. 

Also, it seems to me that, regard- 
less of the beliefs of anyone regard- 
ing the various and sundry proposed 
revisions of traffic regulations, every- 
body should be in favor of one move- 
ment that is so obviously to the 
good of all people, and that is tle | 
establishment of safety islands at all | 
the main traffic eenters of the city. 

It seems to me that the plan of 
locating loading platforms for street 
car passengers, similar to the one at 
Five Points, and in line with the 
praetiee of many other cities, would 
certainly serve to speed up the move- 
ment of street cars and, of course, 
the movement of ull traffic. Although 
some of our streets are yery narrow, 
the platforms themselves could be 
made narrow when this is necessary, 
and could be made of sufficient length 
to accommodate quite a large number 
of people. 

Anyone who has noticed the opera- 
tion of safety zones in various parts 
of town, and the operation of the 
safety island at Five Points>~ can 
certainly appreciate the fact that they 
are great accommodations to motor- 
ists, pedestrians and street car_ riders. 
Atlanta is getting to be too great a 
city not to have permanent, concrete 
loading platforms, or safety islands, 
at the main traffie intersections. 

_ Whether or not we are yet prepared 
to. inaugurate the proposition of one- 
way streets, I am not prepared to 
say, but the time has undoubtedly 
arrived when some restrictions must 
be placed on the parking of automo-. 
biles and other vehicles in the busi- 
ness district of the city. No matter 
what regulations may be adopted, the 
convenience of some one may be more 
or less adversely affected, but whiat- 
ever sacrifices may be entailed on 
the part of particular individuals will 
be- for the general good of the city as 
a whole, and these sacrifices should 
be made in that same spirit of gener- 
osity which has always characterized 
the efforts of our people in any matter 
tending to promote the city’s advance- 
ment. However much our down- 
town business men and others may 
be convenienced by the privilege of 
allowing. them to park their cars on 
the main business thoroughfares, the 
time has come, in my judgment, when 
these thoroughfares can no longer be 
used as public. garages, and some 
steps must be taken to relieve this 
condition. © oe

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After the general election of next 
Tuesday has passed into history, as 
have already the various primary 
«elections for the year, the construc- 
tive thought of Georgia should con- 
centrate upon those things that deal 
directly with the economic problems 
of the state—of which agricultural 
rehabilitation is by all odds the most 
important; and a systematic construc- 
tion program for highway development 
is second. : 

Ten thousand miles of completed 
federal-aid highways were added. to 
the mileage of the nation’s good, roads 
during the past fiscal year. 

Indeed, the present calendar year 
bas broken all records for road con- 
struction. Based on all available 
aata, whic. are not complete, how- 
ever, the federal bureau estimates the 
total suin spent in the United States 
this year on highway construction at 
$742,000,000. 

The’ figures include  federal-aid 
roads and projects built in additian 
by the states and Smaller municipal 
units without the ‘aid of federal 
tunds. 

At the beginning of the lasd fiscal 
year, according to the bureau's fig- 
ures, the total mileage of completed 
federal-aid highways was 7,500. 

There were under construction at 
that time an adtlitiona!l 18,000 miles 
in various stages of completion. 

The close of the fiscal year finds 
the total completed mileage of fed- 
eral-aid roads more than doubled, 
reaching a total of 17,700 miles. 
Federal-aid highways under construc- 
tion at the end of the fiscal year 
totaled 14,500 miles, which in the 
aggregate were estimated by the bu- 
reau to average 56 per cent of com- 
pletion. 

Total mileage of fedéral-aid high- 
vays completed during the past year 
was highest in Texas with 933 miles. 

Five states—Arkansas, Georgia, 
lowa, Minnesota and North Carolina 
-——each reported more than 500 miles 
01 federal-aid highways completed 
within the year. Two states, Mon- 
tana and Wisconsin, completed more 


than 400 miles each.

From farm to shipping point, in 1918, the 
cost of wagou-hauling was approximately 
3U cents per ton mile for wheat, 33 cents 
ior corn, and 48 cents for cotton.

We have made too many mistakes 
already. 

Of course it will be impessible for 
the state to provide the necessary 
funds to “match” the federal-aid funds, 
in behalf of all the counties, except 
by a bond issue of some size; and, 
it is most likely that no bond issue 
will be considered except ‘such as 
may be paid, principal and interest, 
out of the automobile license fees and 
the gasoline tax. 

Personally, I have always been 
of the opinion, and havé so0 written 
many times, that it would be unwise 
to propose a bond issue that could 
not certainly be paid with these’funds, 
without imposing a tax on property 
or incomes. \ 

I would not tike to undertake to 
suggest the size of a bond issue or 
the plan to be adopted. That is a 
matter the general assembly van work 
out: but, it may be kept ir mind that 
most of the members ~* the last house 
and senate who were interested in this 
matter seemed to think it best to pro- 
vide for a three-year building program 
only, for the present, getting author- 
ity from. the people to put on a larger

TRIMMING AN INGROWN NAIL 

Almost as deeply ingrown as the 
popular delusion that fractures “knit” 
on the ninth day—or is it the twenty- 
first?—anyway it isone big day that 
never was—is the popular idea that 


an ingrowing toe nail should be trim- 
pmed straight across without round- 
ing the corners off at all, or is it the 
other way—anyway it .is some way 
that doesn’t mutter. 

ere is a way to trim or cut so- 
called ingrowihg toe’ nail and it gen- 
erally gives permanent relief and en- 
tire satisfaction: Briefly it is as fol- 
lows: A local anesthetic is injected 
into the tissues near the edge of the 
nail and the root of the nail. The 
surgeon then removes a wedge of tis- 
sue which includes the edge of the 
nail and the soft tissue next the nail. 
He takes a good deep section out while 
he is at it, so that the clean edges 
will approximate nicely. ‘That is all 
there is of it. 

The soft tissue at the edge of the 
mail, being constantly pressed and 
squeezed against the edge, becomes 
irritated and inflamed, and if the ab- 
normal or freak shoes are not dis- 
carded the inflammation is followed 
by granulation (“proud flesh”) in the 
groove, and this granulation tissue 
heaps over the nail edge giving the 
appearance of “ingrowing” nail. If a 
toe nail took upon itself a tendency to 
grow in there would be little to do for 
it. But the soft tissues may be drawn 
away from the nail edge by skilfully 
applied strips of adhesive plaster, 
changed night and ‘morning. The 
groove may be powdered with burnt 
alum to discourage the granulation 
tissue. Of course wide toed shoes hav- 
ing the straight inside heel and toe 
lines must be worn, if any shoes may 
be worn while the nail edge is sore.

Shesntatict Tree at Mont- 
gomery, Objected to by 


U.D.C., Is Missing From 
Capitol Lawn. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 3.— 
The Roosevelt Memorial tree, which 
has been the subject of a controversy 
since planted on the Alabama capitol 
lawn by Montgomery Boy Scouts last 
Friday, mysteriously disappeared last 
night and today officiais still were 
without the identity of the miscreants. 

A note discovered where the tree 
bad stood by the capitol night watch- 
man read: 

“Montgomery, Ala.,—Get this Ala- 
bama ! 

“To all concerned : 

“The Daughters “of the Confederacy 
are our mothers (war mothers) and 
this is the south. There are no trees 
in honor of southern gentlemen in the 
capitol yard at Washington and our 
war mothers do not want this one 
here.” 

Only yesterday, the controversy re 
sulting from the Daughters of the 
Confederacy objection to the tree re- 
maining on the capitol lawn was 
brought to a climax by the White 
House association president naming 2 
committee to co-operate with other 
Confederate organizations’ commit- 
tees in their efforts to have the memo- 
rial removed. 

The association is a band of women 
organized for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the original white house of the 
confederacy, where Jefferson Davis 
resided when the capital was located 
in Montgomery. 

The variovs organizations contend- 
ed it was improper for the memorial 
to Roosevelt to stand on the capitol 
grounds within earshot of the place 
where Davis became president of the 
Confederacy.
